U'.n McDonald. This was due, he said, 
to the fart that McDonald had failed 
to issue tie rations dut> to his in^n.

time was devoted by th« senate to con- 
sideration- of the Philippine govern- 
ffl«at bill. Mr. Doilirer (la.) supported 
the bill, which, he said, was one of 
tie most isaportaist pieces of con- 
strucllTe . legislation presented since 
the civil war. He arraigned the Dem- 
ocratic minority tor its opposition to 
the measure. He insisted that the 
Philippine insurrection, as a miiitary

Lafiin ilills of Chicago delivered an 
address before, the Good Goverata«nt 
club of the University of 
Michigan. 


His subject was. "Back to the 
the magnifying and developing of ag- 
riculture, as a remedy for many goclal 
ills, and a natural and rational meana 
to human ha.ppiness. It meant, he said, 
going back to nature, thus relieving 
tie congestion of cities or preventing 
its Increase, finding thus aja allerl««ioir 
of poverty and misery, and preventing 
or repressing anarchy.
